In a period when numerous countries hove drastically reduced 
Ihoir investments, with obvious consequences on economic growth, 
Romania, hqs remained consistent with its policy ol equipping and 
' reequipping the national economy with modern enterprises and in* 
stallallons, creating a powerful network of scientific and cultural in* 
stltutions, a solid infrastructure, systematically extending social con- 
structions. 

The ampleness of the Romanian investment effort has been visi- 
ble quinquennium. after quinquennium, while the country's economic 
larce has grown, especially after 1965, when almost a third 
of the national revenue was consistently resorted for the develop- 
ment fund; Thus, while the total volume of investments was in 1950, 
of only 6.3 billion lei, and In the first three five-year plan periods 
of some 362 billion let. over the 1966-1975 decade it grew to some 
860 billion lei in order to reach 994 billion lei (considered at the 
same prices as in the previous quinquennium) or 1,171 billion lei at 
the leva! of prices in 1965 in the 1981-1985 five-year plan period. 

This is therefore, the explanation of the powerful equipping of 
Ilia national economy with productive fixed assets and of soeiul in- 
terest. 9,000 main production and infrastructure units were commis- 
sioned over 1966-1985, thousands and thousands other industrial 
capacities were re-equipped and modernixed. 

Big investments were also made in agriculture. In the past quin- 
quennium (1981-1985) they were twice larger than the volumo 
achieved during 1951-1963. At the end of 1987, the total Irrigated 
area was more than throe million hectares, the equivalent of 30 


percent of the country's arable land.

In the 
present five-year plan period (1986-1990) the carrying out is fore- 
seen of a programme of capital constructions totalling 1,400 billion 
lei. Over 840 billion lei of the total amount are allotted to industry 
ond are meant especially for the power and extractive industries. 
In the processing Industry, investments are especially directed toward 
completing the objectives begun in the last quinquennium and the 
modernization of the existing ones. At the same time, agriculture 
benefits by 210 billion lei. In the on-going five-year plan period, 
750,000 apartments will be built and 2.5 million Inhabitants will 
move to now dwellings.

However, 
bo la not a professional cyclist. Ho Is a professional inventor. 

In his cmo oycILsm and inventiveness have many things [n com- 
mon. Not only metaphorical ones, because the profcs&or likes lo 
say that Iho road of an Invention, from Idea to its wide application 
In Industry resembles a cycling race with Its dazzling ups and 
downs. Vltalio Belousov rides at least a few kilometres on his bike 
every day In order to fortify health aud maintain an excellent phy- 
sical condition. 

But to him the bicycle represents first of all a large field ol 
technical creation In which many things have yet to be Invented. 
The bicycle Is a vehicle or tho ruturo presently concerning thous- 
ands of Inventors throughout the world, Under Vllalio Belousov's 
guidance tho machine tools department of the Poly technical Insti- 
tute in Ia;l have made intensive researches lo tho effect of Im- 
proving bicycles, their mechanisms, of designing and bettering ori- 
ginal cnglne-lcss driving mechanisms as well as Installations drlveu 
by the feet's motive power. 

Tho department hns built more than ID prototypes of vehicles 
tested along 100,000 km by professor Belousov and one of his colla- 
borators, and along 50—00,000 km by his students. Thus lliey creat- 
ed 20 Inventions, now types of bicycles, highly efficient gears, a cy- 
cling car, cnglne-lcss drives for machine tools. 

But we would narrow the sphere of the department's concerns 
If wc confined ourselves lo bt cynics. Ills method of dressing twist 
drill* called by specialists the hi$i dressing, which rci-elved Hu* Gol- 
den Mednl and the Speelul Diploma or the hilcriiulhmal Snlmm of 
• Inventions held at Vienna In 1070, triggered a chain uf if inventions 
> ranging from technologies, devices to grinders. The lt()M AS CON 
system or continuous grinding tools, considered as one of Hie most 
profitable Romanian technical creations, Includes more than 70 
inventions (according to Individ uni or collective designs) In (lie field 
of face, nnglc, corner, profile mills nml broaches, etc. 

Presently, professor Belousov boasts S3 patents mid IIS culrirs 
In iho register of pniente of the Stale uffice of Inventions und Tra- 
de Marks. Do won the first place at not tonal Invention salons for 
three times. 

However. Ills name Is related to a new discipline : Inventiveness. 
He is tho first Romanian to have lectured on [iivcn(lvt-iii»w In a fa- 
culty, the author of the first course and hunrihouk uml the first in 
Romania lo recilvo the title of DoetDr In Inventiveness.'

Inventiveness lies at the con- 
fluence between physics, mathe- 
matics, philosophy, logic, psy- 
chology, sociology, economics, 
management, aesthetics, Indus- 
trial law. Tho same as (he en- 
gineering of value or creative 
design, R Is mainly roensed on 
combining (he Inventor's niultl- 
“t*" 1 knowlodge for obtaining 
highly functional and low-cost 
solutions |n prcdeierininod con- 
ditions. 

Since a true technical crea- 
tion has to be crowned by Its 
broad capitalization, tnvenlivc- 
nwa Is also the solenoo and art 
or covering the road from the 
analysis and synthesis or ' Ibe 
current stage of technology and 
the formulation of the creation 
theme to Its Introduction In (he 
Production line. 


My contributions consist In 
shaping out and developing a 
multilateral practical and appli- 
cative Inventiveness. 1 bad (he 
great opportunity to study the 
creation process rrom tho "Insi- 
de". 20 years ago, when [( began 
to Interest me I was already, so 
to say. an experienced Inventor, 
Nevertheless, I thought that 
the most Important thing was 
not to create by yourself, but to 
mould engineers- Inventors, na- 
mely those who produce origi- 
nal technical Ideas.

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Those who have not listened to an old folk dance 
luno from the 5omesul Mare Valley know less about 
tho nature of the people in that part of the country. 
Soniejcina, as this tune is called, remains one of 
those folk melos creations of striking originality and 
unique beauty. Its majestic chords have something 
of the solemnity of a hymn. It is almost paradoxical 
that this should be a dance tune. The pairs move 
slowly to its envelopplng rhythm like a gently-flow- 
ing water, as if a brisker gesture might disturb the 
undulating, flawlessly beautiful flow of the song. I 
have dwelt on this dance because it Is quintes- 
sential for a certain way of living in this world. 

One of the representative folkloric ensembles of 
Bistrita-Ndsdud county Is Cununa de pe Some? 
sponsored by the House of Culture In Blstrl|a. the 
county seat. Its enthusiastic promoters have master- 


fully turned to advantage the rich musical and cho- 
reographic folklore of the region. The ensemble has 
mnde known throughout the world the beautiful 
folkloric treasures on the Some?, Blstrija, Sieu, Rod- 
no, Birgaie and Le?u rivers. Its tours of Yugoslavia, 
Franco, Poland, Denmark, Sweden, Hungary, West 
Germany, Libya, Portugal and Greece were as many 
opportunities for displaying the diversity and charm 
of Romanian folklore. Awarded prizes at all the edi- 
tions of the Song to Romania National Festival, the 
Cununa de pe Some? ensemble Is Just one of many 
examples offered by the effervescent cultural life of 
this Romanian region.

Tills ligneous plant, which in 
our country Is not bigger than a 
bush — maximum 3.5 — 3.8 m 
high and 2.5 ni around when 
measured at 1 m high around 
Its numerous stein* and off's- 
boots — is well known to every 
lovor of decorative plants. Its 
flowers, In various hues of vio- 
let and white clustering at the 
ends or offshoota and twig* can 
bo 15—23 oin long. Their extre- 
mely strong scents come from a 
complex of volatile esters, anil 
havo tho well known role of 
attracting Insects for pollenlza- 
llon. 

In Romania, the W’lld lilac Is 
In the spontaneous flora, a pe- 
culiarity of the Influence or tho 
Mediterranean dlmutc. Real 
wild lilno forests grow only In 
Carag-Scvci'In and Mclierilnll 
counties, situated la (ho soulli- 
west of tho country and lione- 
flttlng by a real suhmeditei-ra- 
uenn climate In tho plain ami 
plateaus.
